The  Thirteenth  Annual  General  Meeting 
of  the  British  Alkaloids  Limited  (Manu- 
facturers of  T.C.P.)  was  held  on  Thursday, 
the  1 8th  June,  at  Winchester  House,  Old 
Broad  Street,  E.G.,  Dr.  E.  J.  Parry 
presiding  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman, 
Lt.-Gol.  Edward  Gowlland,  D.S.O.,  M.B- 


CHAIRMAN'S  ADDRESS 

It  has  been  the  privilege  of  your  Chairman  in 
the  past  to  address  you  at  the  Annual  General 
Meeting,  but  in  common  with  many  other  Public 
Companies  with  a  view,  to  economy,  it  has  been 
decided  this  year  to  depart  from  former  procedure, 
and  I  am  therefore  circulating  my  speech  with  the 
Report  and  Accounts.  This  decision  will,  I  feel  sure, 
meet  with  your  approval. 

Your  Board  consider  the  results  for  the  year  are 
particularly  gratifying,  taking  into  account  the 
heavy  burden  of  taxation  and  the  exceptional 
difficulties  which  have  presented  themselves. 

As  you  will  have  seen  from  the  Accounts  the 
Profit,  after  charging  ^^44,500  estimated  Excess 
Profits  Tax,  stands  at  the  figure  of  £58,525.  After 
deducting  the  Interim  Dividends  paid  in  November 
last,  there  remains  a  balance  of  £54,486,  to  which 
must  be  added  the  amount  of  Profit  brought  forward 
from  the  previous  year,  namely  1,1 63,  making  a 
total  of  i{^55,649.  This  figure  your  Directors  have 
dealt  with  as  follows: — 

Written  off  balance  ol  Adver- 
tising A/c.    .  .         .  .         .  .  £26,970 

Transferred  to  General  Reserve  4,000 

And  to  Taxation  Reserve     . .  15,000 


After  giving  effect  to  these  appropriations  there 
remains  a  balance  of  £9,679  out  of  which  your 
Board  recommend  payment  of  the  following  Final 
Dividends:  8-6  per  cent.,  less  tax,  on  the  8  per  cent. 
Participating  Preference  Shares,  making  i6-6  per 
cent.,  less  tax,  for  the  year,  and  13  per  cent.,  less 
ta.x,  on  the  Ordinary  Shares,  making  25  per  cent., 
less  tax,  for  the  year. 

These  Dividends  amount  to  £4,366  os.  gd.  and 
if  approved  Warrants  will  be  posted  on  19th  June, 
1942. 

The  Balance  remaining  after  givmg  effect  to  these 
recommendations  amounts  to  £5,313  which  it  is 
proposed  to  carry  forward  subject  to  Directors' 
Additional  Remuneration  under  Article  95. 

Now  on  turning  to  the  Balance  Sheet  you  will 
see  that  General  Reserve  has  increased  to  £21,000 
by  the  addition  of  the  sum  of  £4,000  mentioned 
above,  whilst  Taxation  Reserve  receives  a  further 
£15,000,  bringing  that  Account  to  £64,129.  This 
latter  figure  we  are  advised  should  fully  cover  the 


Company's  E.P.T.  and  Income  Tax  liabilities  for 
the  year.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  stated 
in  his  Budget  Speech  on  the  14th  April  last  that 
Section  28  of  the  Finance  Act  1941  provides  thac  in 
certain  circumstances  20  per  cent,  of  the  E.P.T. 
paid  when  such  tax  operates  ai  100  per  cent,  may 
be  repaid  as  Parliament  may  direct  after  the  present 
War,  and  that  such  20  per  cent,  rebate  shall,  subject 
to  conditions,  be  deemed  to  accrue  by  statutory 
right. 

This  means  that  for  the  two  years  to  the  date  of 
these  accounts,  the  Company  has  a  contingent  Asset 
amounting  to  approximately  £13,000  (less  tax). 
Beyond  this  brief  reference  to  the  matter,  further 
comment  would  not  appear  to  be  advantageous  at 
this  stage. 

Property  Account  shows  little  change,  but  Plant 
and  Machinery  Account  has  advanced  by  £1,544. 
Depreciation  is  at  the  same  rate  as  before.  Stocks 
have  risen  from  £22,000  to  approximately  £28,500, 
which  reflects  the  upward  trend  of  Sales.  Sundry 
Debtors  at  £71,659  have  increased  by  £792  only, 
and  in  view  of  the  very  much  larger  turnover  this 
can  be  considered  most  satisfactory.  Liquid  Assets 
have  advanced  by  £11,667  to  £31,549.  Sales,  as 
already  indicated,  have  considerably  increased 
during  the  year  under  review,  and  represent  an 
advance  of  over  26  per  cent,  compared  with  those 
for  the  previous  year.  This  reflects  a  growing  and 
more  wide-spread  knowledge  and  appreciation  of 
the  value  and  efficacy  of  T.C.P.  and  its  allied 
products. 

Export  trade  has  shown  a  satisfactory  increase, 
but  limitation  of  shipping  space  has  proved  an 
increasing  barrier  to  continuity  of  supplies  to  certain 
countries.  Nevertheless  no  opportunity  is  being 
neglected  of  furthering  our  interests  abroad  as 
occasion  arises. 

Orders  for  T.C.P.  continue  to  be  received  from 
a  number  of  Government  Departments  without 
prior  contact,  and  your  preparation  has  become 
almost  a  household  word  in  the  First  Aid  and 
Welfare  Departments  of  many  of  the  principal 
Factories  engaged  on  War  Production. 

During  the  year  our  Factory  and  Offices  were 
placed  on  the  Schedule  of  Protected  Establishments, 
thus  confirming  our  claim  to  be  engaged  on  work 
of  National  Importance  in  the  production  and 
distribution  of  essential  medical  supplies 

Once  again  we  are  indebted  to  our  Iriends  the 
Retail  Chemists,  and  to  all  sections  ol  the  Trade, 
who  have  been  so  helpful  during  the  past  year. 
Their  understanding  of  the  difficulties  of  manu- 
facturers occasioned  entirely  by  war  conditions  has 
been  very  much  appreciated. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  paying  tribute  to  the 
fine  work  accomplished  by  the  Staff  both  at  the 
Factory  and  the  Office,  including  that  of  our  Sales 
Organisation,  Medical  Products  Ltd.  .^11  have 
worked  well  under  most  trying  conditions  through- 
out the  year.  At  the  same  time  we  always  have  in 
mind  those  who  are  playing  an  active  part  for  the 
Coimlry  in  H.M.  Forces — we  wish  them  the  best 
Oi  luck  and  a  safe  and  speedy  return. 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted.

Purchase  Tax. — The  following  decisions 
regarding  the  liability  of  certain  articles  to 
tax  are  published  as  supplementary  to  those 
already  given  in  Notices  No.  78  and  81. 
Class  16. — Fancy  or  ornamental  goods  are 
chargeable  at  66f  per  cent,  including : 
Photograph  frames  and  picture  and  mirror 
frames  for  domestic  or  other  use ;  book 
markers,  book  ends,  book  straps  and 
carriers ;  paper  weights  ;  scented  sachets ; 
dog  coats,  collars,  harness  and  leads; 
imitation  bones  or  biscuits  and  other  dog 
novelties ;  articles  in  fancy  brassware  or 
copperware ;  walnut  tableware,  etc. ;  all 
autograph  albums,  photograph  albums  and 
postcard  albums,  fancy  blotters  and  fancy 
writing  compendiums. 
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Belfast    Theft    Charge    Dismissed. — At 

Belfast  Custody  Court,  on  June  15,  a  charge 
against  William  J.  Bellingham,  Derry- 
keegan,  Dervock,  co.  Antrim,  of  stealing 
two  razor  blades  and  a  tin  of  talcum 
powder,  was  dismissed. 

Quota  Restriction  Removed. — The  Eire 
Government  has  removed  the  quota  order, 
until  December  9  next,  on  household,  toilet 
and  miscellaneous  brushes.  They  can  now 
be  imported  freely  but  where  duty  is 
payable  this  will  continue. 

Glasgow  City  to  Make  Own  Tablets. — The 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Glasgow  has 
been  authorised  by  the  Health  Committee 
to  purchase  a  granulator  and  tabletting 
machine  to  make  the  tablets  used  in  the 
department. 

Alcohol  from  Seaweed. — The  Industrial 
Research  Council  of  Eire  has  conducted 
experiments  on  the  production  of  ethyl 
alcohol  from  seaweed  which  show  that 
yields  equivalent  to  13  to  16-9  gallons  of 
alcohol  per  ton  of  air-dried  autumn  weed 
can  be  obtained. 

South-eastern  Associations. — The  thir- 
tieth annual  general  meeting  of  the  South- 
east London  Chemists'  Association  was 
held  on  June  11,  when  Mr.  Alex  Smith 
was  re-elected  President,  Mr.  Archer  was 
elected  Vice-president,  and  Mr.  Collins  was 
re-elected  Secretary.  The  Council  was  aug- 
mented by  a  number  of  young  and 
enthusiastic  pharmacists. 

Shortening  of  Medical  Curriculum. — Act- 
ing on  a  recommendation  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  the  General  Medical  Council, 
through  its  education  and  examination 
committees,  has  approved  a  proposal  that 
students  who  produce  evidence  of  having 
completed  the  whole  of  the  curriculum 
after  thirty  months  (against  thirty-six)  of 
approved  medical  studies  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  qualifying  examinations.

Council  to  impress  upon  members  of  the 
Society  their  moral  obligation  to  co-operate 
in  the  running  of  the  local  branch.  The 
officers  are  :  Chairman,  G.  Duncan  ;  Vice- 
chairman,  A.  Wilkinson ;  Treasurer ,  G.

Huddersfield    Chemists'    Protest. — At  a 

meeting  of  the  Huddersfield  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  recently,  the 
following  resolution  was  passed:  "That 
this  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
deprecates  most  strongly  the  action  of  the 
Council  ir?  cancelling  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meeting  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  this 
action,  coupled  with  the  non-holding  of  the 
Council  election,  is  against  the  best  interests 
of  pharmacy  and  is  not  democratic."  The 
meeting  also  requested  other  branches  who 
are  in  agreement  to  send  a  letter  supporting 
the  resolution  and  call  on  the  Society  to 
reinstate  the  Council  election  and  Branch 
Representatives'  meetings.  Among  the 
reasons  given  in  support  of  the  resolution 
were:  (i)  That  it  was  somewhat  illogical 
that  the  Council  should  cancel  a  delegates' 
meeting,  which  usually  had  an  attendance 
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of  under  250,  at  the  request  of  the  Govern- 
ment, when  at  the  same  time  much  larger 
conferences  were  being  held,  at  which 
members  of  the  Government  and  Cabinet 
were  present ;  (2)  that  since  the  Council 
election  had  been  cancelled,  the  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting  was  the  best  means 
for  the  Council  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
feeling  of  the  Branches  on  the  many  impor- 
tant issues  that  confront  pharmacy. 

Campaign  for  Better  Terms. — The  secre- 
tary, Bath  Branch  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  points  out  that  the  Branch 
will  continue  to  campaign  now  for  better 
terms  for  National  Health  Insurance 
dispensing  terms  at  the  end  of  the  war. 
Any  suggestion  that  it  will  suspend  its 
activities  in  this  connexion  is  erroneous. 

Retail  Trade  Committee. — The  Retail 
Trade  Committee,  which  was  appointed  just 
over  a  year  ago  by  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  (at  that  time  Mr.  Oliver  Lyttelton) 
"to  examine  the  present  problems  of  the 
retail  trade  in  goods  other  than  food,  having 
regard  both  to  the  immediate  needs  of  the 
conduct  of  the  war  and  the  position  after 
the  war,"  has  presented  its  third  report. 
This  will  be  on  sale  on  June  27,  price  gd. 
The  Minister  is  now  considering  the  report. 

Flour  in  Ice  Cream. — The  Minister  of 
Food  has  issued  a  General  Licence  under 
the  Flour  (Restriction  on  Use)  Order  which 
permits  the  use  of  ready-made  ice  cream 
powder  by  any  person  (other  than  the 
maker  of  the  powder)  in  the  manufacture 
or  ice  cream,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
by  the  use  of  such  powder  the  flour  content 
of  the  final  product  does  not  consist  of  at 
least  three-quarters  of  national  or  higher 
extraction  flour.  Thus  the  ice  cream  manu- 
facturer using  a  ready-made  powder  is  not 
required  to  ascertain  the  exact  proportion 
of  flour  contained  in  it,  or  its  constitution 
as  between  white  flour  and  National  flour ; 
nor  is  the  ice  cream  produced  from  the 
powder  required  to  comprise,  as  regards  its 
flour  content,  three-quarters  of  national 
flour  and  one-quarter  of  white  flour. 

Exports  to  India. — The  Government  of 
India  have  issued  a  notification  superseding 
the  open  general  licence  No.  II  previously 
applying  to  imports  of  most  goods  from  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  effect  is  that  special 
import  licences  will  be  required  for  the 
importation  from  this  country  into  India 
of  goods-  previously  covered  by  the  open 
general  licence  when  such  goods  are 
dispatched  from  the  United  Kingdom  on 


through  consignment  on  or  after  July  i. 
These  licences  will  be  valid  in  the  first 
instance  to  cover  shipments  during  the 
period  of  six  months  ending  December  31, 
1942.  The  notification  has  a  similar  effect 
as  regards  imports  from  Australia,  Canada 
and  Newfoundland. 

A.P.E.  Conference. — A  conference  of 
delegates  representing  branches  of  the 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees 
in  Yorkshire  was  held  in  Leeds  recently. 
It  was  decided  'to  create  a  Yorkshire 
federation  and  to  hold  periodical  confer- 
ences. Mr.  M.  Jackson,  Leeds,  presided. 
An  executive  committee  was  elected  as 
follows :  Mr.  T.  Cargill,  Hull,  Chairman, 
Mr.  P.  M.  Forrest,  Secretary,  13  Cliffe  Lane, 
Leeds,  with  representatives  from  Hull, 
Huddersfield,  Sheffield,  Bradford  and  Hali- 
fax. The  conference  passed  a  vote  of 
confidence  in  the  A.P.E.  Following  a 
discussion  on  organisation  and  wages,  the 
conference  passed  a  resolution  "That  post- 
graduate and  revision  courses  for  phar- 
macists should  be  instituted  at  the  earliest 
practicable  opportunity."  In  the  afternoon 
the  conference  members  of  the  Leeds 
Branch  were  addressed  by  Mr.  E.  Franks 
(president  of  the  National  Trades  Union 
Association  of  Approved  Societies),  who  dealt 
with  many  aspects  of  National  Health 
Insurance.  In  dealing  with  the  future  of 
public  health  he  emphasised  the  need  for 
preventive  measures  and  for  even  greater 
co-operation  between  the  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  professions,  and  he  had 
noted  that  the  pharmacist  in  the  past  had 
taken  a  position  subordinate  to  the  medical 
profession.  Medical  and  pharmaceutical 
research  should  be  adequately  subsidised. 
The  conference  passed  a  resolution  "That 
the  A.P.E.  should  set  up  a  committee  to 
advise  the  Approved  Societies  and  the  trade 
union  movement  on  appropriate  occasions 
with  a  view  to  ensuring  an  improved  phar- 
maceutical service  to  serve  the  national 
interests."

The  importance  of  the  prohibition 
jmbodied  in  Section  8  (i)  of  the  Pharmacy 
md  Medicines  Act,  1941,  justifies  the 
detailed  discussion  you  have  given  it  on 
Dp.  677-78.  The  basic  sense  of  the  problem 
Deing  thus  clearly  put  before  them,  your 
-eaders  will  be  able  to  apply  it  to  their  own 
-equirements.  It  may  also  be  worth  while 
:or  them  to  refresh  their  memories  on  the 
yeneral  aspect  of  the  subject  by  turning  to 
mch  paragraphs  on  the  old  Medicines  Stamp 
\cts  as  the  one  beginning  "  Recommenda- 
;ion  of  a  medicine"  in  "Pharmaceutical 
Formulas"  (Vol.  I,  p.  1003)  or  in  the 
C.  &-  D.  Diary  for  1938.  Border-line  cases 
ivill  no  doubt  give  the  most  trouble.  Loss  of 
A^eight,  for  instance,  may  presage  a  tuber- 
culous or  a  cancerous  condition,  or  may  be 
;ransient  and  relatively  unimportant.  The 
converse  symptom,  an  increase  in  weight, 
nay  similarly  be  negligible  or  may  indicate 
i  need  for  medical  advice.  (In  lighter  vein, 
he  sketch  of  a  lady  with  a  shopping  basket 
n  your  issue  of  June  13  comes  to  mind.) 
Backache  is,  as  you  point  out,  not  neces- 
•arily  a  sign  of  Bright's  disease :  only  a  few 
lays  ago  I  met  a  middle-aged  man  who  was 
ncapacitated  by  lumbago.  When  reading 
Dr.  Wokes's  seventh  article  on  nutrition  in 
var-time  (pp.  682-83)  I  was  reminded  of 
he  class  of  substances  on  the  boundary 
vhere  food  and  medicine  meet ;  the 
idvertising  of  these  involves  careful  con- 
ideration.  The  practical  suggestion  with 
vhich  your  editorial  comment  ends  is 
/aluable.  It  may  be  that  the  manufacturers 
tffected  by  the  subsection  referred  to  will 
5e  wise  to  print  on  every  package  a  definite 
lisclaimer  in  respect  of  the  ailments 
lamed  in  it. 

^ore  About  Planning 

A  resolution  passed  at  Brighton  (p.  666) 
md  a  remark  by  Mr.  Walter  Deacon  at 
Glasgow  (p.  671)  show  that  planning  for 
)ost-war  conditions  is  taking  its  rightful 
)lace  among  the  subjects  to  be  kept  in  the 
oreground  of  collective  thought  in  phar- 
nacy.  In  our  discussions  we  shall,  I  hope, 
Dear  in  mind  that,  as  I  suggested  in  this 
.ection  a  fortnight  ago,  pharmacy  is  a 
profession  and  a  trade.  As  a  trade  we  shall 
lave  our  difficulties  when  peace  arrives — 
md  they  will  not  be  slight.  In  a  recent 
ssue  of  "The  Times"  Mr.  Arthur  G. 
klarshall  expressed  the  view  that  the  peace 


will  be  harder  to  win  than  the  war.  Whe- 
ther this  proves  to  be  the  case  or  not,  he 
went  on  to  make  a  sound  observation : 
"The  small  business  should  not  be  'killed,' 
but  should  be  fostered  and  given  its  proper 
activities  as  an  economic  unit  working  on 
specialist  lines."  That  is  well  said;  for 
surely  the  outstanding  public  advantage 
in  the  continuance  of  the  small  business 
side  by  side  with  the  multiple  concern  is 
that  it  works  "on  specialist  lines."  Of  no 
class  of  business  is  this  more  true  than  of 
pharmacy,  in  which  at  every  turn  customers 
need  guidance.  Mr.  Marshall  offered  as  a 
slogan  "Don't  kill  but  co-operate  with 
your  competitor,"  a  more  concrete  version, 
as  I  read  it,  of  the  old  "Live  and  let  live." 

The  Doctors'  Proposals 

On  the  professional  side  we  are  now  in 
possession  of  an  interim  report  drawn  up 
by  the  Medical  Planning  Commission  of 
the  British  Medical  Association,  summaries 
of  which  have  appeared  in  the  Press  during 
the  past  few  days.  Its  plans  have  an 
ambitious  scope,  including  the  making 
available  "to  every  individual  all  necessary 
medical  services,  both  general  and  specialist 
and  both  domiciliary  and  institutional." 
The  Commission  proposes  that  a  central 
authority  concerned  solely  with  all  the 
civilian  medical  and  auxiliary  services  of 
the  country  should  be  established.  Phar- 
macy would  presumably  be  included 
among  the  auxiliary  services.  The  central 
authority,  it  is  stated,  might  be  either  a 
Government  department  or  "a  corporative 
body  formed  under  Government  auspices, 
and  responsible  through  a  Minister  to 
Parliament."  The  policy  laid  down  by  the 
central  authority  would  be  carried  out  by 
local  authorities,  each  set  up  in  a  region  or 
area  containing  not  fewer  than  500,000 
people.  Provision  should  be  made  for  the 
representation  of  a  university  on  the 
administrative  council  of  each  region  or 
area.  A  majority  of  the  Commission  has 
rejected  the  suggestion  of  "A  whole-time 
salaried  Government  service":  it  may  Avell 
be  that  the  experience  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  in  negotiating  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  on  National  Health 
Insurance  conditions  has  not  conduced  to 
a  desire  for  converting  most  of  the  medical 
profession  into  State  servants.  In  this  part 
of  its  policy  pharmacists  will,  no  doubt,  be 
entirely  in  agreement  with  the  draft  pro- 
posals of  the  Commission.  Xrovscr

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THE  CASE  FOR  THE  PHARMACIST 


Joint  Memorandum  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 


The  following  are  the  main  points  of  a 
memorandum  submitted  to  the  Committee 
on  Social  Insurance  and  Allied  Services 
jointly  by  the  l^harmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union. 

1.  The  social  services  which  involve  the 
provision  of  medical  treatment  fall  into 
four  groups :  {a)  national ;  {b)  local  ; 
(c)  private  ;   (d)  voluntary. 

2.  The  direction  of  development  is 
towards  a  comprehensive  public  health 
service,  concerned  with  both  the  preventive 
and  the  curative  aspects  of  medicine.  Such 
a  service  should  be  available  to  all  without 
regard  to  means.  To  secure  maximum 
efficiency  and  economy,  the  service  should 
be  planned  and  administered  by  a  central 
authority  consulting  with  and  acting 
through  appropriate  local  and  professional 
bodies.  The  problem  is  therefore  the 
unification  of  the  present  heterogeneous 
services  into  a  national  service. 

Professional  Bodies 

3.  The  professional  bodies  representing 
practitioners  in  every  branch  of  the  health 
services  are  concerned  in  this  development. 
In  addition  to  the  medical  profession  there 
are  several  professions  which  contribute  to 
the  prevention  and  treatment  of  disease, 
e.g.  pharmacy,  dentistry  and  nursing.  It 
is  for  the  bodies  representing  the  professions 
concerned  through  their  curricula  and 
examinations  to  provide  the  personnel 
needed  and  to  secure  that  the  training  is 
appropriate  in  scope  and  content  for  the 
duties  their  members  will  have  to  perform. 
They  have  all  contributions  to  make  to 
medical  science  and  are  entitled  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  planning  of  the  future  of  a 
public  health  service  because  a  compre- 
hensive service  requires  a  balanced  con- 
sideration of  the  place  of  every  constituent 
unit.  Development  of  a  national  health 
service  therefore  requires  close  liaison 
between  the  administering  authorities  and 

the  representative  bodies  of  the  professions. 
» 

"  Regionalisation  "  Scheme 

4.  The  amalgamation  of  existing  health 
services  into  the  machinery  of  the  County 
Councils  and  County  Borough  Councils 
seems  a  natural  development.  But  the 
populations   and   areas   served   by  these 


authorities  vary  greatly  and  the  taking 
over  of  the  two  great  services  represented 
by  the  voluntary  hospitals  and  the  Insur- 
ance Committees  involve  more  than  local 
problems.  It  seems  therefore  that  a  process 
of  "regionalisation"  may  provide  the  most 
practical  road  towards  unification  of  exist- 
ing services.  The  Ministry  of  Health  has 
already  a  regional  organisation.  Such 
regional  organisation  could  work  towards 
the  development  of  the  services  in  its  area 
along  the  lines  proposed  in  the  Interim 
Report  of  Lord  Dawson's  Committee  on 
the  Health  Services  (1920).  It  should  be 
able  to  bring  about  the  co-ordination  of  the 
activities  of  the  voluntary  and  municipal 
hospitals,  as  has  been  effected  at  Bristol 
and  Manchester,  for  example,  and  the  work 
of  the  Insurance  Committees  in  its  area 
would  come  within  its  province.  It  would 
require  an  administrative  ^  staft  and 
representative  directing  committee  or  coun- 
cil. The  representation  of  professional 
practitioners  in  its  membership  would  be 
essential.  It  would  co-ordinate  the  activities 
of  the  health  services  in  its  locality  and  would 
be  responsible  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Professional  Control 

5.  The  services  for  which  the  regional 
organisation  is  responsible  should  so  far  as 
possible  be  controlled  by  persons  with  a 
professional  knowledge  of  the  particular, 
service.  There  should  be  at  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  in  each  region  one  or  more 
advisers  for  each  of  the  services.  They 
should  have  an  effective  voice  in  the  pro- 
fessional aspects  of  the  service  so  that  all 
concerned  from  the  Ministry  to  local  prac- 
titioners would  know  that  those  aspects 
were  being  handled  by  experts  in  their  own 
field.  Such  men  would  secure  the  most 
efficient  working  of  the  service  and  would 
facilitate  co-ordination  of  regional  and 
local  services.  They  should  be  qualified 
members  of  the  professions  concerned. 

6.  Similarly  in  the  case  of  health  services 
for  which  the  local  authorities,  within 
a  region,  are  responsible,  where  there  is 
a  professional  service  involving  the  em- 
ployment of  specialists  on  their  own  work, 
that  service  should  be  directed,  under  the 
authority,  by  members  of  the  profession 
concerned.  In  addition  they  would  act  as 
advisers  to  the  local  authority  and  serve 
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s  links  in  their  particular  services  between 
le  local  authority,  the  regional  authority 
nd  the  Ministry. 

he  Pharmaceutical  Aspect 

7.  In  the  subsequent  parts  of  this 
lemorandum  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
urely  pharmaceutical  aspect  of  the  health 
srvices  and  the  proposals  made  are  capable 
f  being,  and  should  be,  applied  under  the 
xisting  conditions  of  health  service  organ- 
sation  and  their  application  should  not 
e  postponed  until  such  time  as  any  scheme 
f  unification  or  general  reorganisation 
lay  be  undertaken.  Pharmacy  is  concerned 
kth  the  origin,  properties,  production, 
tandardisation,  uses  and  supply  of  natural 
nd  synthetic  substances  and  preparations 
sed  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of 
isease.  The  practice  of  pharmacy  involves 

knowledge  of  the  pure  sciences,  chemistry, 
hysics,  biology  and  physiology,  of  the 
pplied  sciences,  pharmacognosy,  pharma- 
sutical  chemistry  and  pharmaceutics,  and 
f  forensic  pharmacy.  Pharmacists  have 
y  law  the  exclusive  right  to  the  use  of 
srtain  titles  such  as  "pharmacist,"  "che- 
list  and  druggist,"  and  to  the  dispensing 
nd  supply  of  medicinal  substances  con- 
sting  of  or  containing  poisons  under 
Duditions  of  sale  to  the  public.  The  ser- 
ices  of  pharmacists  are  discussed  below 
ccording  to  the  circumstances  under  which 
ley  are  required  to  be  used. 

[ospital  Treatment 

8.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no 
ssurance  in  the  conditions  under  whick 
ublic  authorities  are  responsible  for 
ospital  services  that  pharmacists  will  be 
mployed  to  undertake  the  necessary 
harmaceutical  work.  A  similar  state  of 
ffairs  exists  with  regard  to  voluntary 
ospitals  and  called  forth  the  following 
omment  from  the  Voluntary  Hospital 
ommission  which  is  quoted  here  since  it 
pplies  equally  to  public  hospitals : — 

"Of  great  importance  is  the  pharmaceutical 
service.  Those  in  responsible  charge  of  the 
pharmaceutical  department  of  any  hospital 
should  hold  a  statutory  qualification  and  be 
registered  in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy 
Acts.  At  present  it  is  legally  permissible  for 
persons  not  so  qualified  to  be  practically  in 
charge  of  hospital  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ments. This  not  infrequently  occurs  in 
smaller  hospitals  by  the  appointment  of  one 
holding  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  Certificate 
for  assistants  in  dispensing.  Where  a  hospital 
is  so  small  as  not  to  require  full-time  service, 
then  a  qualified  pharmacist  should  be  engaged 
j    for  certain  hours."  (p.  49.) 


Many  hospital  authorities  recognise  that 
to  obtain  the  requisite  standard  of  service 
they  must  employ  pharmacists,  but  there 
are  still  a  number  of  hospitals  where 
pharmacists  are  not  employed.  It  should 
be  an  integral  part  of  any  public  health 
service  involving  hospital  treatment  that 
the  supply  of  medicines  in  and  from  a 
hospital  should  be  undertaken  by  a  phar- 
maceutical dejfartment  staffed  by  one  or 
more  pharmacists.  In  the  case  of  small 
institutions  which  may  not  be  large  enough 
to  employ  a  pharmacist  either  full-time  or 
part-time,  arrangements  should  be  made 
for  the  necessary  medicines  to  be  supplied 
by  a  local  pharmacist  in  private  practice. 
Such  arrangements  have  been  made  on  a 
national  scale  in  connexion  with  military 
convalescent  homes.  It  is  a  matter  for 
consideration  whether  it  would  not  be  an 
advantage  if  in  suitable  circumstances 
hospital  out-patients  requiring  medicines 
for  use  in  their  homes  were  given  prescrip- 
tions to  be  dispensed  by  local  pharmacists 
in  pj-ivate  practice. 

Special  Services 

9.  Under  this  heading  are  included  all 
health  services  which  are  limited  and  more 
specialised,  for  example,  the  tuberculosis, 
infant  welfare,  school  medical  and  A.R.P. 
services.  All  these  are  under  the  control  of 
County,  County  Borough  and  Borough 
authorities,  and  together  with  the  hospitals 
under  their  control  may  involve  each 
authority  in  responsibility  for  large  quan- 
tities of  medical  supplies.  It  would  be  the 
duty  of  a  member  of  the  pharmaceutical 
staff  employed  by  the  local  authorit}^  in 
accordance  with  the  proposal  made  in 
paragraph  6  to  act  as  a  pharmaceutical 
supplies  officer  and  be  responsible  for  the 
purchase,  storage  and  distribution  of  such 
supplies  required  by  the  authority.  Indeed 
the  advantage  to  be  gained  by  such  an 
arrangement  has  already  led  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  pharmacists  for  this  purpose 
by  some  local  authorities,  and  their  example 
might  well  be  generally  followed  without 
waiting  for  the  institution  of  such  appoint- 
ments in  connexion  with  the  wider  scheme 
of  reorganisation  outlined  above.  Broadly, 
their  requirements  fall  into  two  categories : 
(i)  Those  involving  a  full  pharmaceutical 
service  similar  to  that  required  for  hos- 
pitals ;  (ii)  those  involving  a  limited 
pharmaceutical  service. 

In  the  first  case  the  principles  already 
enunciated  under  the  heading  of  "Hospital 
Treatment"  apply.  In  the  second  case  the 
position  would  be  met  by  the  central  control 
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of  supplies  and  the  periodical  inspection 
of  stocks  by  a  pharmacist  who  would  act 
in  this  respect  for  all  the  clinics  under  a 
particular  local  authority.  Where  the 
service  involves  supplying  medicines  for 
use  at  home,  the  principle  of  utilising 
existing  private  pharmaceutical  facilities 
in  the  locality  should  apply  and  arrange- 
ments be  made  for ,  the  naedicines  to  be 
obtained  from  local  pharmacists  upon  the 
presentation  of  an  order  from  the  clinic. 

Domiciliary  Treatment 

lo.  There  are  certain  general  principles 
which  apply  to  the  provision  of  medicines 
and  medical  and  surgical  appliances,  and 
are  applicable  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent 
to  all  domiciliary  schemes.  They  are  the 
following : — 

(1)  In  the  case  of  the  National  Health  Insur- 
ance Scheme  statutory  provision  is  made  for 
medicines  required  under  the  scheme  to  be 
supplied  by  pharmacists  only ;  in  the  case  of 
other  schemes  there  is  no  such  provision  and 
arrangements  may  be  made  whereby  medircines 
are  supplied  by  the  medical  practitioner 
attending  the  patient.  It  is  submitted  that  the 
medical  practitioner  should  not  be  the  person 
who  supplies  the  medicine  for  the  following 
among  other  reasons  : — 

(i)  The  medical  practitioner  is  trained  in 
pharmacy  to  a  progressively  smaller  extent 
as  the  scope  of  the  medical  curriculum 
widens.  Pharmaceutical  functions  should  be 
performed  by  pharmacists  who  are  qualified 
and  registered  by  the  State  for  the  purpose, 
leaving  the  medical  practitioner  free  _  to 
perform  his  medical  duties. 

(ii)  A  medical  practitioner  supplying  his 
own  medicines  will  not  have  available  the 
wide  range  of  medicaments  which  the 
pharmacist,  serving  the  patients  of  many 
practitioners,  of  necessity  would  have  in 
stock. 

(iii)  If  the  responsibility  for  supplying  the 
medicine  is  placed  upon  the  medical  prac- 
titioner the  medicine  can  be  prepared  only 
when  he  is  at  his  surgery  and  this  will  limit 
the  opportunity  for  his  patients  to  obtain 
medicine. 

(iv)  There  is  at  present  no  inspection  of  the 
dispensaries  of  medical  practitioners  as  there 
is,  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  of  pharmacies. 

(v)  Tests  of  the  drugs  and  of  the  accuracy 
of  the  dispensed  medicines  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  not  applicable  to 
medicines  supplied  by  medical  practitioners 
to  their  patients. 

(vi)  A  public  medical  service  should  be 
designed  to  free  the  medical  practitioner  from 
pharmaceutical  work. 

Fixed  Prices  for  Medicines 

(2)  There  should  be  an  official  tariff  of  prices 
of  medicines  supplied  under  a  public  service 
which  will  guarantee  for  all  medicines,  except 


those  purchased  privately,  a  fair  price  to  the 
authority  and  to  the  supplier. 

(3)  In  any  developments  of  national  or  local  .tr 
schemes  regard  should  be  had  to  the  interests  of  \m 
those  who  at  present  supply  the  great  bulk  of 
the  medicines  purchased  by  the  pubhc.  The 
progressive  development  of  pubhc  schemes 
involves  consideration  of  the  channels  through 
which  the  medicines  required  shall  be  supplied. 
Whatever  the  ultimate  solution,  regard  must  be 
had  to  the  fact  that  there  are  15,000  pharmacies 
in  Great  Britain  with  the  facilities  for  supplying 
an  excellent  pharmaceutical  service  and  alread 


utilised  for  that  purpose  by  the  State  for  some 
eighteen  million  insured  people. 

Restriction  on  New  Pharmacies 

(4)  An  uncontrolled  expansion  of  pharmacies 
offering  a  public  service  is  not  desirable.  At 
present  any  person  entitled  to  carry  on  business 
as  an  "authorised  seller  of  poisons"  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  may  open  a  pharmacy.  It  is 
considered  desirable  that  a  change  should  be 
made  in  this  state  of  affairs  to  the  extent  that 
new  pharmacies  should  only  be  opened  when 
there  is  an  established  need  in  the  public  interest 
for  additional  facilities. 

(5)  No  lower  standard  of  staffing  and  ser- 
vice generally  than  that  at  present  provided 
under  the  Insurance  Acts  should  be  contem- 
plated. The  following  quotations  (i)  from  the 
Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  National 
Health  Insurance  and  (ii)  from  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Scottish  Health  Services 
emphasise  this:  (i)  "We  have  given  careful 
consideration  to  this  question  and  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  not  desirable  in  the 
interests  of  insured  persons  to  lower  the  standard 
of  qualifications  required  for  persons  who  may 
be  allowed  to  dispense  medicines  provided  under 
the  insurance  scheme."  (ii)  "The  existing 
arrangements  under  the  national  health  insur- 
ance scheme  should  be  applied  to  the  proposed, 
extension  of  general  practitioner  services  to 
dependants  of  insured  persons  and  others. 
For  other  services,  local  authorities  should  be 
free  to  make  their  own  arrangements.  It  would 
be  an  advantage,  however,  if  the  present  insur- 
ance machinery  for  the  supply  and  pricing  of 
drugs  were  used  as  widely  as  possible  by  local 
authorities  in  other  fields." 

As  has  been  indicated  above,  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  supply  of  medicines  under  other 
schemes  than  that  of  the  National  Health 
Insurance,  such  as  those  for  persons  in  receipt 
of  public  assistance,  disabled  ex-servicemen, 
and  members  of  the  police  force,  do  not  neces- 
sarily provide  for  the  work  being  undertaken  by 
pharmacists ;  it  is  considered  desirable  that 
with  the  establishment  of  a  comprehensive 
health  service  all  these  special  schemes  should 
be  absorbed  into  the  service  and  that  in  the 
meantime  the  conditions  of  such  schemes  should 
be  assimilated  in  all  cases  to  those  of  the  N.H.I, 
scheme. 

The  scheme  of  remuneration  for'  pharma- 
ceutical services  under  N.H.I,  and  similar 
schemes  has  never  been  satisfactory.  For 
example,  the  terms  of  payment  have  been  based 
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on  the  assumption  that  a  business  which 
ntracts  to  supply  N.H.I,  medicines  is  already 
tablished  on  a  profitable  basis.  In  other  words, 
e  supply  of  N.H.I,  medicines  is  regarded  as 
ditional  to  private  business  transactions  which 
e  already  sufficient  to  maintain  the  business 
existence.  So  far  the  considerations  which 
ve  determined  the  basis  of  remuneration  of 
armacists  under  these  schemes  have  been 
ose  relating  to  the  functions  of  obtaining, 
eparing  and  dispensing  medicines.  To  these 
nsiderations  should  be  added  that  of  the 
armacist's  advisory  function  to  which  refer- 
ee is  made  below  so  that  the  remuneration 
;ceived  would  be  based  upon  all  the  functions 
le  pharmacist  performs.  Further,  the  remuner- 
tion  should  be  commensurate  with  the  know- 
idge,  skill  and  responsibility  involved  in  the 
scercise  of  these  functions.  What  is  needed  is  a 
iview  of  the  whole  position  and  the  adoption 
f  a  basis  of  payment  which  corrects  the  anoma- 
es  in  the  present  arrangements. 

he  Pharmacist  as  Adviser 

11.  Hitherto  the  advisory  aspect  of  phar- 
laceutical  work  has  n^t  been  specifically  pro- 
ided  for  in  arrangements  for  the  supply  of 
ledicines.  Modern  conditions  are,  however, 
kcreasing  the  importance  of  the  pharmacist 
3  an  adviser  to  the  medical  practitioner  upon 
ledicines,  and  the  relationship  between  doctor 
nd  pharmacist  should  be  so  arranged  as  to 
icilitate  consultation  between  them  on  this 
latter.  Reference  has  already  been  made  to 
le  decreasing  part  which  instruction  in  phar- 
lacy  plays  in  the  medical  curriculum  and  the 
tiedical  practitioner  frequently  needs  informa- 
on  as  to  the  properties  of  medicinal  substances, 
nd  guidance  both  in  the  selection  of  substances 
nd  preparations  to  be  prescribed  and  in  the 
orm  in  which  they  should  be  prescribed.  With- 
!ut  such  information  and  guidance  prescribing 
:iay  take  on  a  stereotyped  character  or  reflect 
lie  influence  of  propaganda  designed  to  promote 
be  use  of  proprietary  products.  The  role  which 
he  pharmacist  is  called  upon  to  perform  in  this 
annexion  is ,  a  developing  aspect  of  his  work, 
nd  increasing  emphasis  is  being  placed  in  the 
harmaceutical  curriculum  upon  the  study  of 
hysiology  and  pharmacology  as  a  consequence 
f  this  development.  Consultation  between 
ledical  practitioner  and  pharmacist  is  necessary 
1  many  cases  and  it  is  desirable  that  any  devel- 
pments  in  the  public  health  service  should  be 
D  organised  as  to  facilitate  such  consultation. 

Conclusion 

12.  In  conclusion  it  is  desired  to  emphasise 
hat  pharmacy  is  a  distinct  calling — comparable 
1  status  with  medicine  and  dentistry — which 
nly  pharmacists  are  competent  to  practise, 
^his  point  has  in  the  past  been  insufficiently 
ealised  by  public  authorities  and  in  consequence 
all  advantage  has  not  been  taken  of  the  services 
/hich  pharmacists,  and  they  alone,  can  render, 
'harmacy  has  too  often  been  regarded  as  work 
f  a  subsidiary  nature  which  the  medical  prac- 
itioner  can  undertake  as  a  matter  of  course  or 


which  can  be  relegated  to  persons  with  hmited 
and  ill-defined  training.  There  are  historical 
reasons  for  this  attitude,  which  is  peculiar  to 
Great  Britain  and  is  not  easy  to  eradicate,  but 
so  long  as  it  persists  the  health  services  will  be 
handicapped  in  dealing  with  the  problems  which 
face  them.  It  is  probable  that  pharmacists  have 
a  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge  of  a  wider 
range  of  materials»than  any  other  class  of  persons 
and  this  gives  them  a  practical  sense  and  special 
facility  in  dealing  with  materials  which  is  too 
often  lacking  in  those  who  are  responsible  for 
the  control  of  services  involving  medical  and 
allied  supplies.  The  benefit  which  the  health 
services  would  derive  from  the  appointment  of 
pharmacists  both  to  administrative  posts  in  the 
central,  regional  and  local  authorities  and  from 
their  employment  as  practitioners  would,  if 
their  knowledge  and  experience  were  fully 
utilised,  transcend  the  limits  of  purely  phar- 
maceutical requirements,  and  advantage  should 
be  taken  of  this  in  planning  developments  in 
the  health  services. 

MILITARY  HOSPITALS' 
FORMULARY 

As  a  result  of  the  restrictions  imposed  by 
war  conditions  on  the  importation  and 
exportation  of  certain  drugs,  the  usefulness 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  for  Military  Hospitals, 
1940,  has  been  considerably  affected.  This 
publication  is  now  replaced  by  the  "  Formu- 
lary for  Use  in  Military  Hospitals,  1942," 
issued  recently  by  the  War  Office  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  2d.).  In  the  prepara- 
tion of  this  new  Formulary  the  National 
War  Formulary  has  been  used  as  the  basis, 
and  prescriptions  have  been  selected  almost 
entirely  from  the  latter  for  the  new  publica- 
tion. An  appeal  is  made  to  medical  and 
dental  officers  to  exercise  the  strictest 
economy  in  the  prescribing  of  drugs,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  the  administration  of 
drugs  should  not  be  continued  longer  than 
absolutely  necessary.  They  are  also  asked 
to  forego  individual  preferences  for  drugs,  to 
restrict  rigidly  the  use  of  placebos  and  to 
adhere  to  the  use  of  standard  preparations. 
Particular  economy  is  urged  in  respect  of 
such  drugs  as  aspirin,  alcohol,  cinchona, 
digitalis,  glycerin,  liver  extract,  mercury 
compounds,  paraffins,  phenols,  salicylic 
acid,  etc.  The  main  portion  of  the  Formu- 
lary is  devoted  to  formulas  of  emulsions, 
linctuses,  mixtures,  mouth  washes  and 
prescriptions  for  children,  but  there  are 
dermatological,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  and 
ophthalmic  sections.  A  list  of  proprietary 
preparations  and  the  corresponding  non- 
proprietary equivalents  or  alternatives  is 
included  in  the  Formulary,  together  with 
information  on  the  treatment  of  cases  of 
poisoning.

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Appeals  Dismissed, — The  City  of  London 
Quarter  Sessions  has  dismissed  appeals  by 
Woodlands  Chemists,  Ltd.,  and  Mr.  John 
Keall,  M.P.S.,  against  convictions  and 
fines  on  charges  of  having  supplied  cos- 
metics in  excess  of  quota  (see  C.  6-  D., 
March  21,  p.  327).  The  fine  of  Mr.  Keall 
was  reduced  from  ^10,000  to  £5,000. 

Heavy    Fines    for    Quota    Excess. — At 

Barnsley,  on  June  20,  fines  totalling  ^983 
were  imposed  on  Sidney  Pigott,  trading  as 
the  Queen's  Warehouse  Co.,  Burlington 
Arcade,  Barnsley,  for  breaches  of  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  Order,  1941.  The 
Board  of  Trade  prosecuted.  The  goods 
concerned  were  perfumery  and  toilet 
requisites,  and  Pigott,  over  a  period  of  less 
than  six  months,  had  sold  stock  valued  at 
^2,269  when  his  quota  was  only  £25.  "He 
no  doubt  thought,"  it  was  stated,  "that 
he  had  found  a  system  of  getting  round 
the  limitations."  It  was  the  system  known 
as  invoicing-through.  Pigott  never  handled 
the  goods  or  even  saw  them,  but  on 
two  transactions  alone,  for  ;^9oo  and  ;^8ob, 
he  received  in  commission  ;^383. 

Fruit  Juice  Charges  Fail. — A  charge 
against  Aubrey  Lewis,  trading  as  Herbert's 
Drug  Store,  Tachbrook  Street,  West- 
minster, on  June  19,  of  selling,  under  the  des- 
cription of  grape  juice,  a  preparation  not  of 
the  nature,  substance  and  quality  demanded, 
was  dismissed  under  the  Probation  of 
Offenders  Act  at  Bow  Street  Police  Court. 
Alternative  summonses  against  Lewis  for 
selling  grape  juice  containing  300  parts  per 
million  of  sulphur  dioxide,  contrary  to  the 
Public  Health  (Preservatives)  Regulations, 
and  against  Vita  Concentrated  Juices  (1939), 
Ltd.,  Concordia  Works,  Carmichael  Road, 
S.E.,  by  Lewis,  who  alleged  that  if  any 
offence  had  been  committed  it  was  due  to 
their  default,  were  also  dismissed.  It  was 
said  that  a  bottle  of  the  preparation, 
labelled  "  Juvana  grape  juice,  lime  flavour," 
was  sold  to  a  sampling  officer.  The  sub- 
stance contained  50  per  cent,  of  grape  juice 
and  50  per  cent,  sugar,  with  a  little  pre- 
servative matter.  In  the  view  of  the  public 
analyst  this  did  not  justify  the  description 
of  "grape  juice,"  which  should  contain 
about  90  per  cent,  grape  juice.  The  sum- 
monses were  alternative.  Grape  juice  was 
not  allowed  to  contain  sulphur  dioxide;  but 
if  the  preparation  was  a  syrup  or  cordial 
then  preservative  was  permitted,  and  there 
would  be  no  offence  against  the  preserva- 
tives regulations. 


PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Employment  Agencies. — Sir  Leonard  LyL 
asked  the  Minister  of  Labour,  on  June  18 
whether,  in  view  of  the  restrictive  policy 
imposed  on  employment  agencies  under  th( 
Essential  Work  Orders,  it  was  proposed  t( 
continue  the  operation  of  these  Order; 
after  the  cessation  of  hostilities.  The  repl} 
was  that  these  Orders  would  cease  to  have 
effect  at  the  end  of  the  war  unless  Parlia- 
ment determined  otherwise. 

Retail  Traders. — Mr.  Craven-Ellis  asked 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  on 
June  16,  whether  he  would  give  consideration 
to  issuing  licences  to  proprietors  of  small 
businesses  who  had  closed  down  in  conse- 
quence of  the  war  so  that  they  might  have 
priority  in  re-establishing  themselves  after 
the  war. — Mr.  Dalton :  Yes,  Sir.  I  shall  be' 
glad  to  consider  the  suggestion  in  the  light 
of  the  views  of  the  Retail  Trade  Committee. 

Small  Traders'  Supplies. — Mr.  Lipson 
asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
on  June  17,  whether  he  had  considered  the 
statement  prepared  by  the  Cheltenham 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  sent  to  him  on 
the  question  of  a  more  equitable  allocation 
of  supplies  to  the  small  retailer.  Captain 
Waterhouse  replied  that  he  had  read  the 
statement  but  the  Minister  could  not 
undertake  to  guarantee  a  definite  share  of 
available  supplies  to  each  retail  trader. 
It  was  felt  that  the  arrangements  by  which 
wholesalers  were  asked  to  share  out  their 
supplies  reasonably  fairly  was  meeting  the 
position.

The  Pharmacists'  Charter 

The  joint  memorandum  (p.  696)  drawn  up 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Social  Insurance  and  Allied  Services  (usually 
referred  to  as  the  "  Beveridge  Committee") 
makes  out  a  strong  and  thoroughly  sound 
case  for  the  recognition  of  pharmacists  as 
a  professional  body  the  use  of  whose  quali- 
fied and  specialised  services  to  the  fullest 
extent  is  essential  to  the  success  of  any 
scheme  of  organised  health  service.  The 
claim  is  made  and  substantiated  that  in  the 
matter  of  health  services  pharmacists  have 
a  well-defined  place  in  the  scheme  of  things, 
the  importance  of  which,  in  the  public 
interest,  is  no  less  than  that  of  the  other 
professional  bodies  concerned. 

Because  of  its  importance  we  publish  at 
length  all  the  main  points  of  this  "Phar- 
macists' Charter,"  and  we  enjoin  our 
readers,  particularly  those  engaged  in  retail 
practice,  to  study  it  and  give  it  their  active 
support.  The  "Beveridge  Committee"  was 
set  up  by  the  Government  in  1941  and  its 
terms  of  reference  were  : — 

"To  undertake,  with  special  reference 

to  the  interrelations  of  the  schemes,  a 
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survey  of  the  existing  schemes  of  social 
insurance  and  allied  services,  including 
Workmen's  Compensation,  and  to  make 
'  recommendations." 

Commenting  on  health  services  on  "re- 
gionalisation "  lines,  the  memorandum 
recommends  that  regional  authorities  should 
include  representatives  of  the  professions 
concerned  and  that  the  direction  of  the 
various  services  should  be  controlled  by 
persons  with  professional  knowledge  of  the 
respective  services.  There  is,  it  is  contended, 
no  reason  why  these  proposals  should  not 
be  applied  under  existing  conditions  of 
health  service  organisation. 

Hospital  Irregularities 

On  the  subject  of  pharmaceutical  service 
in  hospitals,  the  joint  document,  after 
describing  the  prevalence  of  irregular 
handling  of  medicines  in  some  institutions, 
lays  down  the  dictum  that  the  supply  of 
medicines  in  and  from  a  hospital  should  be- 
undertaken  by  a  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ment staffed  by  pharmacists.  In  instances 
where  hospitals  are  too  small  to  employ 
full-time  pharmacists,  supplies  of  medicines 
should  be  obtained  from  pharmacists  in 
private  practice.  Supplies  of  medicines  for 
specialised  services,  such  as  school  clinics, 
welfare  centres,  etc.,  should,  where  practic- 
able, be  centralised  and  put  under  the 
control  of  a  pharmacist  appointed  by  the 
local  authority. 

The  view  is  expressed  that  the  supply  of 
all  medicines  and  medical  goods  required 
in  connexion  with  domiciliary  treatment 
under  public  health  services  should  at 
least  be  maintained  on  the  standard  of  the 
N.H.I,  scheme  and  be  obtained  through 
pharmacists.  On  the  question  of  inadequate 
remuneration  for  pharmaceutical  services 
under  N.H.I,  the  memorandum  points  out 
that  the  basis  of  remuneration  is  wrong  and 
calls  for  adjustment. 

Pharmacy  for  the  Pharmacist 

In  criticising  the  growing  practice  of 
doctors  undertaking'  their  own  dispensing 
the  memorandum:  gives  detailed  reasons 
why  this  system  and  encroachment  is  not 
in  the  public  interest.  The  case  put  forward 
on  this  subject  is  incontestable.  The  value 
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of  pharmacists  in  health  services  of  any 
description  is  shown  to  go  beyond  purely 
pharmaceutical  requirements,  particularly 
in  regard  to  the  advisory  service  which  they 
render  to  medical  practitioners. 

In  all  respects  the  joint  memorandum  of 
the  Society  and  the  Union  is  a  complete 
and  concrete  exposition  of  the  exceptional 
services  pharmacists  can  render  to  the 
welfare  of  the  nation  provided  their  know- 
ledge and  qualifications  are  made  full  and 
proper  use  of  and  they  are  given  a  status 
that  is  on  a  parity  with  other  professional 
bodies  concerned.  The  memorandum  will 
be  endorsed  by  every  pharmacist  in  the 
country. 

Medical  Planning  Draft 
Interim  Report 

We  publish  in  thia  issue  (p.  708)  brief 
extracts  taken  from  the  draft  interim 
report  of  the  Medical  Planning  Commission. 
It  is  made  clear  that  this  report,  composed 
of  forty-five  pages,  has  been  issued  as  the 
basis  for  discussion  by  the  members  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  and  kindred 
societies,  and  the  Commission  will  welcome 
criticism  from  their  members  prior  to  its 
revision  and  adoption.  The  Commission, 
sponsored  by  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion, and  composed  of  seventy-three  mem- 
bers, was  set  up  in  August  1940,  and  was 
requested  :■ — 

To  study  war-time  developments  and 
their  effects  on  the  country's  medical 
services  both  present  and  future. 
The  preliminary  review  now  published 
does  not  necessarily  reflect  the  expressions 
of  the  Commission's  ultimate  conclusions. 
A  number  of  pages  are  taken  up  with 
criticisms  of  present  medical  services  and 
there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  matter  in 
the  form  of  discussions  on  the  lines  of 
possible  developments.  The  proposals, 
which  are  given  in  outline,  cover  adminis- 
tration, group  medicine  and  health  centres, 
a  scheme  for  a  model  health  centre,  brief 
proposals  for  specialist  and  consultant 
services,  which  are  linked  up  with  sugges- 
tions for  the  reorganisation  of  hospital 
services,  and,  finally,  a  list  of  the  major 
points  of  principle,  on.  which,  the  Com- 
mission state,  decisions  should  be  reached. 


No  Reference  to  Pharmacists 

A  feature  of  the  report  is  the  complete 
absence  of  reference  to  pharmacists  as  a 
body  directly  concerned  or  to  the  place 
they  must  take  in  any  scheme  for  the  pro- 
vision of  "  group  medical  service  "  or  "  group 
medicine  and  health  centres."  There  is  one 
casual  reference  to  dispensers.  On  page  26 
under  "  Services  available  at  a  model  health 
centre"  it  is  stated  "Dispensing  might 
continue  on  the  present  National  Health 
Insurance  lines  or  be  arranged  at  the  centre, 
but  in  any  case  dispensing  services  for 
drugs,  etc.,  required  by  the  practitioner  for 
immediate  application  would  be  conducted 
at  the  centre."  Later,  on  the  same  page, 
under  "Accommodation  "  provision  is  made 
for  consulting  rooms,  ;i^-ray  department,  a 
theatre  for  minor  surgery,  etc.,  but  there  is 
no  recommendation  for  the  provision  of  a 
dispensary. 

While  at  this  primary  stage  there  is 
nothing  in  the  draft  report  that  calls  for 
immediate  action  by  pharmacists,  it  is, 
however,  the  first  step  that  may  eventually 
lead  to  the  Commission  making  concrete 
proposals  that  would  bring  about  revolu- 
tionary conditions  in  the  country's  health 
services.  The  possibility  of  such  develop- 
ments as  "group  services"  of  the  character 
indicated  are  of  the  utmost  importance  to 
pharmacists  as  they  would  be  bound  to 
drastically  affect  their  future  status  and 
welfare. 

Doubtless  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  will  have  the  subject  on 
their  Agenda  at  an  early  date,  and  in  this 
connexion  we  would  recommend  Branch 
secretaries  to  obtain  copies  of  the  report 
and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  their 
committees  for  consideration. 

Whither  Price  Control  ? 

It  is  unusual  for  notice  to  be  taken  in, our 
editorial  columns  of  Government  Orders 
affecting  the  sale  of  goods  which  are 
outside  the  scope  of  the  drug  trade.  Such 
an  Order,  relating  to  domestic  pottery, 
calls  for  some  comment,  as  it  appears  to 
introduce  an  entirely  new  principle  in  price 
control  under  the  Goods  and  Services 
(Price  Control)  Act,  194 1.  A  study  of  this 
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Order  shows  that  price  control  is  achieved 
by  limiting  the  amount  of  the  margin 
that  may  be  added  by  the  distributor  to 
the  cost  price  of  the  goods.  Briefly,  the 
maximum  price  to  be  charged  by  a  whole- 
saler for  articles  of  domestic  pottery  is 
calculated  by  adding  to  the  manufacturer's 
price  an  amount  equal  to  a  specified  per- 
centage of  that  price.  Retailers  in  turn  are 
permitted  to  add  to  the  price  paid  to  the 
manufacturer  or  wholesaler  a  fixed  per- 
centage of  that  price,  subject  to  maximum 
retail  prices  in  the  schedule  to  the  Order. 

Under  the  present  system  sellers  of  goods 
covered  by  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act  must 
calculate  the  selling  price  of  an  article  by 
reference  to  the  basic  price  of  the  same 
item  on  August  21,  1939,  to  which  is  added 
an  amount  representing  the  "permitted 
increase,"  i.e.,  the  sum  total  of  approved 
overhead  charges.  The  advantages  of  the 
new  system  over  the  rather  cumbersome 
and  often  unworkable  method  outlined  in 
the  Prices  of  Goods  Act  are  obvious  so  far 
ias  some  specilic  articles  of  commerce  are 
concerned,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  it  may  be  extended  in  due  course  to 
other  categories  of  goods  coming  within 
the  scope  of  the  Act. 

Drug  Trade  Difficulties 

So  far  as  pharmaceutical  and  allied 
products  are  concerned,  however,  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  the  application  of  a 
method  of  price  control  based  on  limiting 
tfee  amount  of  the  margin  to  be  added  to 
the  cost  price  of  the  goods  could  possibly 
be  successful,  apart  perhaps  from  a  very 
minor  section  of  druggist's  goods.  A 
considerable  proportion  of  the  diverse 
stock  carried  by  the  pharmacist  is  now 
subject  to  price  regulation,  but  it  has  been 
clear  for  some  time  that  a  much  simpler 
and  more  precise  method  of  calculating 
prices  than  that  outlined  in  the  Prices  of 
Goods  Act  is  required.  While  the  new 
system  introduced  in  the  Domestic  Pottery 
(Maximum  Prices)  Order  may,  if  eventually 
applied  to  other  goods,  prove  helpful,  much 
remains  to  be  done  in  the  working  out  of 
a  simple  formula  which  can  be  applied  over 
the  wide  and  varied  range  of  products  of 
the  drug  trade. 
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Nfw  Black  Market  Penalties 

Persons  who  are  fined  for  black  market 
offences  or  for  offences  under  the  Defence 
(Finance)  Regulations  will  find  in  future 
that  they  will  be  forced  to  disgorge  their 
ill-gotten  gains.  To  achieve  this  purpose 
the  Government  has  recently  made  the 
Defence  (Recovery  of  Fines)  Regulations, 
1942,  which  changes  the  existing  law  in  two 
important  respects.  The  Regulations  pro- 
vide first  that  failure  to  pay  a  large  fine, 
i.e.  exceeding  £500,  within  seven  days  after 
a  default  notice  has  been  served,  shall  be 
an  act  of  bankruptcy  or  a  ground  for 
winding-up  a  company.  Secondly,  the 
maximum  period  of  imprisonment  for 
failure  to  pay  a  large  fine  imposed  by  a 
court  of  summary  jurisdiction  will  be 
increased  from  three  months  to  twelve 
months.  A  defaulter  in  respect  of  fines 
imposed  by  other  courts  can  be  detained  in 
prison  under  the  existing  law  until  he  pays 
the  fine,  and  the  date  of  release  is  decided 
by  the  Treasury. 

The  Regulations  further  provide  that  the 
Bankruptcy  Court  may  declare  void  any 
transaction  which  appears  to  have  been 
made  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or 
impeding  the  recovery  of  a  large  fine,  unless 
it  is  satisfied  that  it  would  be  inequitable 
to  do  so.  It  should  be  noted  that  these 
new  powers  are  in  addition  to  the  existing 
powers  to  order  imprisonment  in  addition 
to  a  fine.  The  practical  effect  of  these 
regulations,  of  course,  is  that  if  the  Crown 
decides  that  a  person  who  has  been  sen- 
tenced to  a  large  fine  for  a  black  market 
offence  or  an  offence  under  the  Defence 
(Finance)  Regulations  has  sufficient  assets 
to  pay  such  a  fine,  the  machinery  of  the 
Bankruptcy  Court  can  be  utilised  to  recover 
the  fine  and  the  convicted  person  cannot 
escape  this  liability  by  undergoing  a  com- 
paratively short  term  of  imprisonment.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  such  a  person  has  insuffi- 
cient assets  to  pay  the  fine  the  term  of 
imprisonment  to  which  he  may  be  sentenced 
in  default  of  payment  is  substantially 
increased.

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
was  held  at  73  University  Street,  Belfast, 
on  June  19,  Mr.  H.  F.  Moore  (vice-president) 
in  the  chair.  Others  present  were  Messrs. 
W.  C.  Tate,  J.  W.  Gray,  J.  McGregor,  J.  E. 
Connor,  James  Irwin,  James  McDowell, 
C.  Abernethy,  j'.  F.  Grimes,  J.  T.  Nicholl, 
and  Dr.  S.  E.  A.  Acheson.  The  secretary 
(Mr.  D.  L.  Kirkpatrick)  was  in  attendance. 

The  chairman,  who  had  recently  visited 
the  president,  conveyed  a  message  of  thanks 
from  him  to  the  members.  He  was  making 
good  progress  towards  recovery. 

Co-opted  Member 

Mr.  Moore  introduced  Mr.  James  Irwin, 
Medical  Hall,  Main  Street,  Dunmurry,  to 
members  as  the  newly  co-opted  member 
_  representing  the  Associate  Druggists,  in 
place  of  the  late  Mr.  Samuel  Gibson,  and 
welcomed  him  to  the  Council  on  behalf  of 
himself  and  his  colleagues ;  he  also  con- 
veyed a  message  of  welcome  from  the 
president.  Mr.  Irwin,  replying,  thanked 
members  for  their  hearty  welcome  and  said 
he  would  like  to  express  special  thanks  to 
those  who  had  proposed  him  for  member- 
ship ;  he  hoped  he  would  prove  as  useful  a 
member  as  his  predecessor  had  been. 

Proprietary  Articles  Sales 

The  secretary  reported  that  he  had  been 
in  communication  with  the  Board  of  Trade 
about  the  sale  of  proprietary  articles  in 
shops  other  than  those  licensed  for  their 
sale,  and  had.^been  told  that  the  Board 
could  do  nothing  in  regard  to  controlled 
articles. 

Poisons  List  Recommendation 

The  secretary  also  read  a  letter  from  the 
Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  in  which  it  was 
stated  that  the  Ministry  had  received  a 
report  from  their  pharmacy  inspector 
relating  to  the  sale  of  M.  &  B.  693  tablets 
(sulphapyridine),  a  sulphonamide  derivative, 
by  traders  in  Northern  Ireland  other  than 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  registered  druggists.  These 
tablets  were  being  sold  in  fairly  large 
quantities  without  any  precautions  being 
observed.  No  warning  was  given  regarding 
diet  or  the  danger  of  using  them  without 
medical  supervision.  The  inspector  had 
•warned  traders  coming  under  his  notice  to 


be  very  careful,  and  to  make  sure,  if  given 
for  human  use,  that  the  tablets  were  being 
taken  under  special  medical  supervision. 
Both  the  Imperial  authorities  and  those  in 
Eire  had  taken  steps  to  have  the  sulphon- 
amide drugs  listed  as  poisons  and  their 
sale  brought  under  control.  The  question 
of  having  them  added  to  the  Poisons 
Schedule  in  Northern  Ireland  was  one  which, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Ministry,  required 
careful  consideration,  and  the  Ministry 
desired  to  place  the  matter  before  the 
Council  in  accordance  with  the  Poisons  (i) 
Act,  1870,  as  amended  by  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act  (N.I.),  1925.  Dr.  S.  E.  A. 
Acheson  proposed,  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Tate 
seconded,  that  a  memorial  should  be  sent 
to  Queen's  University  to  have  the  sale  of 
these  tablets  put  on  Part  I  of  the*  Poisons 
Act;  the  proposition  was  passed. 

It  was  decided  to  continue  the  supply  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  to  members  as 
formerly.  This  was  prop*osed  by  Mr. 
McDowell  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Tate.

U.S.A.  DRUG  SUPPLIES 

The  United  States  Government  has  re- 
quested Dr.  William  Bonisteel,  of  Fordham 
University,  New  York,  to  survey  l^e 
possibilities  of  increasing  drug  production 
in  the  Caribbean  Islands.  The  survey  is 
expected  •  initially  to  cover  Haiti,  the 
Dominican  Republic  and  Porto  Rico,  and 
will  take  into  consideration  belladonna, 
henbane,  ipecacuanha,  aconite  and  menthol. 
The  Americas  are  to  be  considered  as 
potentially  more  important  sources  of 
quinine  and  insecticides.  Discussions  are 
understood  to  be  in  progress  of  plans  to 
increase  quinine  production.  United  States 
agricultural  authorities  state  that  the 
current  trend  towards  increasing  home- 
grown drug  supplies  may  bring  long-range 
benefits  in  diversifying  production.  Though 
not  large  in  the  aggregate,  the  volume 
involved  in  some  drugs  would  make  a 
profitable  source  of  revenue  for  growers, 
and  would  contribute  to  further  expansion 
of  inter- American  trade. 
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EMPIRE  NEWS 


Australian  Restrictions-  on  Drug  Sales. — 

The  Australian  Central  Medical  Co-ordina- 
tion Committee  has  made  an  order  pro- 
hibiting the  sale,  except  on  medical  pre- 
scription, or  in  accordance  with  a  few 
pecified  exceptions,  of  any  of  a  number  of 
Irugs  given  in  a  Schedule  to  the  order. 
A.mong  those  listed  are  antimony  and 
Dotassium  tartrate ;  antimony  and  sodium 
:artrate  ;  atropine  and  salts  ;  chiniofonum 
:ompounds ;  emetine  and  salts ;  ergot,* 
ts  preparations  and  alkaloids ;  filix  mas 
md  extracts ;  hyoscine  and  salts ;  liver 
extracts  for  parenteral  administration ; 
ocal  anaesthetics  ;  metrazol  compounds  ; 
likethamide  compounds  ;  oleum  iodisatum

Daraldehyde ;  physostigmine  and  salts  ; 
procaine  hydrochloride  and  all  proprietary 
grands  of  />-aminoibenzoldiethylamino- 
jthanol  and  all  related  drugs  used  by 
aercutaueous  injection  for  local  or  spinal 


anaesthesia;  quinidine  and  salts  ;  sulphonal ; 
sulphonamides  and  preparations  allied  to 
or  derived  from  sulphonamides;  synthetic 
antimalarials. 

Canadian  Stimulus  to  Cascara  Production. 

— The  British  Columbia  Government  is 
trying  to  increase  production  of  cascara  bark. 
Planting  of  trees  is  being  encouraged,  and 
experiments  are  being  carried  out  at  the 
Government's  extensive  forest  nursery  at 
Green  Timbers,  near  New  Westminster, 
B.C.  In  recent  years  Japanese  and  Indians 
have  been  peeling  much  of  the  bark  and 
selling  it  to  manufacturers.  Because  of 
army  medical  needs,  cascara  is  in  greater 
demand  now  than  ever  before.  The  Japan- 
ese have  been  eliminated  from  the  industry 
as  a  result  of  the  wholesale  evacuation  of 
all  people  of  Japanese  origin  from  the 
coastal  area,  but  white  men  and  Indians  are 
carrying  on.

the  Board  ultimately  stating  that  they 
understood  from  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
that  no  additional  supplies  of  toilet  prepara- 
tions will  be  made  to  Royal  Ordnance 
factories;  assistant  leaving  member's  ser- 
vices without  giving  the  necessary  notice. 
The  Executive  Council  had  under  considera- 
tion among  other  matters  the  following :

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MEDICAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

ABSTRACTS  FROM  DRAFT  INTERIM  REPORT 


The  Medical  Planning  Commission  was 
established  by  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion with  the  co-operation  of  the  Royal 
Colleges  and  the  Royal  Scottish  Corpora- 
tions in  August,  1940,  with  the  following 
terms  of  reference : 

To  study  war-time  developments  and 

their  effects  on  the  country's  medical 

services  both  present  and  future. 

The  bodies  appointing  to  the  Commission, 
which  consists  of  seventy-three  members, 
are  the  British  Medical'  Association,  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London,  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  the 
Royal- College  of  Obstetricians  and  Gynae- 
cologists, the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
of  Edinburgh,  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
of  Edinburgh,  the  Royal  Faculty  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  the  Society 
of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  the  Faculty 
of  Radiologists,  the  Medical  Women's 
Federation  and  the  Parliamentary  Medical 
Committee.  Observers  were  appointed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Department 
of  Health  for  Scotland,  and  the  Ministry 
of  Home  Affairs  for  Northern  Ireland. 

The  suggestions  contained  in  the  present 
report  should  not  be  regarded  as  expressing 
the  Commission's  conclusions,  but  as 
recommendations  made  to  it  which  the 
Commission  as  a  whole  has  not  yet  consi- 
dered, and  will  not  consider  until  the 
profession  has  made  known  its  views  through 
the  usual  channels. 

Objects  of  Reform. — The  Commission  has 
adopted  for  the  purpose  of  its  discussion 
the  following  broad  definition  of  the  objects 
of  medical  service  in  this  country :  (a)  to 
provide  a  system  of  medical  service  directed 
towards  the  achievement  of  positive  health, 
of  the  prevention  of  disease,  and  the  relief 
of  sickness  ;  (b)  to  render  available  to  every 
individual  all  necessary  medical  services, 
both  general  and  specialist,  and  both 
domiciliary  and  institutional. 

PROPOSALS 
Central  Administration. — A  central  au- 
thority should  be  established  to  be  con- 
cerned solely  with  all  the  civilian  medical 
and  auxiliary  services  of  the  country.  This 
authority  may  be  a  government  department 
in  the  usual  sense  or  it  may  be  a  corporate 
body  formed  under  government  auspices 
and    responsible    through    a    Minister  to 


Parliament.  It  should  have  a  medical 
practitioner  as  its  chief  officer.  It  should 
deal  with  civilian  medical  and  ancillary 
health  services,  including  general  prac- 
titioner, hospital  and  public  health  services, 
industrial  health  services  and  the  medical 
treatment  of  pensioners.  These  proposals 
ioT  the  establishment  of  a  central  authority 
extend  to  Scotland  as  a  separate  national 
unit. 

If  the  departmental  method  is  adopted 
there  should  be  established  either  a  Central 
Medical  Advisory  Committee  to  advise  the 
Minister,  or  a  Central  Medical  Services 
Board  with  both  advisory  and  executive 
functions.  If  the  former  proposal  is  adopted 
the  Central  Medical  Advisory  Committee 
should  have  a  statutory  basis  and  should 
meet  regularly  to  advise  the  Minister  on 
medical  matters  within  the  scope  of  his 
functions,  but  not  including  those  matters 
which  properly  fall  to  be  dealt  with  by 
negotiation  between  the  Minister  and  the 
organised  body  of  the  profession,  such  as 
the  terrns  and  conditions  of  service.  The 
Chief  Officer  of  the  Minister  should  attend 
the  meetings  of  this  Central  Medical 
Advisory  Committee  and  take  part  in  its 
discussions.  The  alternative  is  a  Central 
Medical  Services  Board  which  is  predomi- 
nantly medical  in  its  composition. 

If  the  method  of  the  corporate  body  is 
followed,  the  controlling  body  should  be 
executive  in  character,  responsible  only 
on  matters  of  major  policy  to  a  Minister, 
and  predominantly  medical  in  composition. 
The  central  health  authority  would  be 
responsible  for  the  formulation  and  admi- 
nistration of  national  health  policy  and 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  service,  which 
would  be  national  in  their  operation.  It 
should  control  and  administer  the  funds 
provided  by  the  Government  for  medical 
services.  The  money  available  for  medical 
services  should  be  maintained  as  a  separate 
fund  to  be  devoted  wholly  to  these  services. 

Local  Administration. — The  local  ad- 
ministrative body  would  be  concerned  with 
administration  within  the  framework  of  the 
policy  laid  down  at  the  centre.  It  is 
important  to  emphasise  that  the  formula- 
tion of  policy  should  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  central  authority.  The  local  authority 
should  be  purely  administrative. 

The  system  under  which  local  authorities 
administer  in  detail  a  broad  national  policy 
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iecided  by  the  central  government  is  deeply- 
imbedded  in  the  social  fabric  of  this  coun- 
:ry.  There  is,  however,  general  agreement 
;hat  many  of  the  existing  local  units  are  too 
small  or  too  poor,  or  both,  to  administer 
;uch  services  efficiently.  The  efficiency  of 
lospital,  medical  and  allied  services,  includ- 
ng  the  environmental  and  personal  health 
services,  as  well  as  their  co-ordination  with 
)ther  local  government  services,  could  be 
secured  by  the  creation  for  all  local  govern- 
nent  purposes  of  elected  authorities  for 
lew  areas  with  populations  much  larger 
;han  those  of  most  of  the  existing  major 
ocal  authorities.  The  extent  of  such  new 
ireas  should  depend  partly  upon  lines  of 
communication  to  and  from  convenient 
centres,  and  partly  upon  areas  having 
copulations  large  enough  to  justify  self- 
contained  services  which  are  both  compre- 
lensive  and  well  balanced.  The  population 
Df  such  areas  should  as  a  rule  be  not  less 
than  500,000. 

Regional  Authorities 

But  size,  of  itself,  is  not  enough.  Such 
new  local  authorities,  hereafter  called 
Regional  Authorities,  should  be  required 
cy  statute  to  delegate  the  administration 
of  hospital  and  other  medical,  health  and 
allied  health  services  to  a  Committee  or 
Committees,  containing  non-elected  mem- 
bers with  knowledge  and  experience  of  such 
matters,  including  an  adequate  repre- 
sentation of  the  medical  profession.  In 
relation  to  each  Regional  iVuthority  there 
should  be  established  by  statute  an  Advis- 
ory Medical  Committee  which  should  meet 
regularly  and  advise  the  authority  on 
medical  matters. 

An  alternative  is  the  compulsory  estab- 
lishment by  legislation  of  Regional  Councils, 
representative  of  the  local  authority  or 
authorities  in  the  region  and  including 
nominees  of  the  central  authority,  repre- 
sentatives of  voluntary  hospitals  and  an 
adequate  representation  of  the  medical 
profession.  These  Councils  would  assume 
the  responsibility  for  the  local  adminis- 
tration of  health  services.  They  would 
have  executive  powers  and  a  certain  measure 
of  financial  control,  and  they  would  have 
direct  access  to  the  central  authority.  On 
any  subsidiary  committees  established 
there  would  be  an  appropriate  representa- 
tion of  the  medical  profession  or  voluntary 
hospitals  or  both. 

Some  of  the  difficulties  that  beset  the 
general  practitioner  today  arise  from  the 
rapid  advance  of  medical  science  and  the 
increasing  complexity  of  medical  practice. 


Others  are  due  to  the  isolation  of  the  general 
practitioner  from  consultant  and  specialist 
services,  from  hospital  services,  from  public 
health  services,  from  administration,  and 
from  his  own  colleagues ;  to  the  failure  of 
public  authorities  adequately  to  recognise 
the  value  of  the  general  practitioner ;  and 
to  the  continuance  of  traditional  individual- 
ism into  an  age  where  division  of  labour  and 
co-operation  are  essential  factors  in  social 
service. 

Co-operation  at  Centres 

Greater  efficiency  and  economy  would 
be  secured  and  less  expense  incurred  if 
groups  of  practitioners  would  co-operate 
to  conduct  a  single  centre  at  which  all  of 
them  would  see  their  own  patients  and  share 
equipment  and  the  services  of  secretarial, 
domestic  and  dispensing  staff.  Group  or 
co-operative  general  practice  is  desirable, 
though  some  variation  of  the  organisation 
would  be  necessary  in  sparsely  populated 
areas.  In  the  following  paragraphs  a  scheme 
for  group  practice  is  outlined  which,  it  is 
believed,  would  be  workable  in  many  areas. 

Before  setting  out  the  model  scheme 
reference  may  be  made  to  a  number  of 
proposals  already  put  forward  for  "health 
centres."  In  these  schemes  there  is  much 
divergence  of  opinion  on  the  nature,  scope 
and  functions  of  a  health  centre.  In  the 
Interim  Report  of  the  Consultative  Council 
on  Medical  and  Allied  Services,  1920,  a 
scheme  of  primary  and  secondary  health 
centres  was  outlined,  the  primary  health 
centre  being  "an  institution  equipped  for 
services  of  curative  and  preventive  medi- 
cine to  be  conducted  by  the  general  practi- 
tioners of  the  district,  in  conjunction  with 
an  efficient  nursing  service  and  with  the 
aid  of  visiting  consultants  and  specialists." 

A  Comprehensive  Scheme 

The  health  centre  scheme  of  supporters 
of  a  whole-time  salaried  medical  service 
involves  the  conception  of  a  health  unit 
in  which  the  health  centres  would  be  linked 
with  the  hospitals,  assume  the  duties  of 
certain  special  clinics,  co-operate  in  matters 
of  public  health,  and  ensure  for  all  a  com- 
plete domiciliary  consultant  and  institu- 
tional service.  Another  scheme  of  group 
medicine  envisages  a  group  of  general 
practitioners  working  together  at  a  local 
centre  rented  or  owned  by  them.  The 
accommodation  at  the  centre  would  include 
consulting  and  waiting  rooms,  a  patholo- 
gical room,  a  theatre  for  minor  surgery,  and 
possibly  a  small  ;i^-ray  department.  A  third 
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proposal  advises  the  continuance  of  the 
partnership  system  in  a  health  centre  plan, 
the  centre  being  regarded  simply  as  a 
communal  partnership  surgery.  The  re- 
ceipts would  be  pooled  and  the  net  income 
shared  as  in  a  partnership. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  following 
model  scheme  the  essential  factor  has  been 
borne  in  mind  that,  while  the  health  centre 
must  on  the  one  hand  preserve  the  pro- 
fessional independence  of  the  co-operating 
general  practitioners,  it  must  on  the  other 
hand  be  capable  of  becoming  an  organised 
unit  in  an  integrated  medical  service. 

Model  Health  Centre 

Provision  of  Centre. — The  health  centre 
being  an  official  part  of  a  regional  authority's 
comprehensive  medical  service,  the  building 
and  equipment  would  be  provided  or 
approved  by  that  authority.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  a  State  scheme  of  medical 
service  should  be  provided  for  all  persons 
with  incomes  within  the  current  National 
Health  Insurance  limits  and  for  their 
dependants,  in  effect  for  about  90  per  cent, 
of  the  population.  The  general  medical 
care  of  these  persons  would  be  undertaken 
by  general  practitioners  of  their  choice, 
either  at  the  centre  or  in  their  own  homes. 

Service  Available. — General  practitioners 
would  attend  at  the  centre  at  hours  con- 
venient for  their  patients  and  would  pay 
domiciliary  visits  from  the  centre.  They 
would  undertake  ante-natal,  natal  and  post- 
natal work ;  they  would  take  part  in  infant 
and  child  welfare  and  the  school  medical 
service ;  they  would  arrange  consultations 
with  specialists,  some  of  whom  might 
attend  at  the  centre ;  and  they  would  be 
associated  with  the  local  hospitals.  The 
work  of  the  centre  would  be  preventive 
and  educational,  as  well  as  curative.  Mid- 
wifery, nursing  and  auxiliary  services 
would  be  available  at  or  through  the  centre, 
midwives,  health  visitors  and  district  nurses 
working  from  the  centre.  The  centre  should 
have  ready  access  to  an  x-rdLy  and  a  patho- 
logical department  at  the  centre  or  else- 
where, these  departments  being  under 
proper  specialist  supervision.  Dispensing 
might  continue  on  the  present  National 
Health  Insurance  lines  or  be  arranged  at 
the  centre,  but  in  any  case  a  dispensary 
service  for  drugs,  etc.,  required  by  the 
practitioner  for  immediate  application 
would  be  conducted  at  the  centre. 

Medical  Staff. — The  medical  staff  would 
consist  of  a  number  of  principals  and 
assistants.   Each  principal  would  have  his 


own  list  of  persons  who  select  him.  The 
principals  would  attend  at  the  centre  at 
arranged  hours  just  as  they  now  hold 
surgeries  at  their  private  residences,  they 
would  attend  patients  in  their  homes, 
consult  with  specialists,  take  part  in  hospital 
work,  and  hold  sessions  for  "public  health" 
duties,  such  as  the  treatment  of  school 
children.  At  each  centre  there  would  be 
a  number  of  assistants,  normally  junior 
practitioners  gaining  experience.  The 
assistants  would  be  appointed  to  the  centre 
and  not  to  an  individual  principal.  Their 
work  would  be  decided  by  the  Committee 
of  principals,  but  in  general  they  would 
help  and  deputise  for  the  principals.  It  is 
estimated  that  in  a  centre  staffed  by  twelve 
doctors  at  least  one  would  be  an  assistant. 

Specialist  Practice 

The  specialist  and  consultant  services 
to  be  made  available  to  all  persons  within 
the  prescribed  income  limits  should  be 
administered  on  a  regional  basis  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  complete  regional 
scheme  of  hospital  and  personal  health 
services.  Consultations  would  ordinarily 
be  given  at  the  hospital,  in  the  patient's 
home  or  at  a  health  centre  as  required.  The 
service  would  be  based  on  the  hospitals, 
which  would  be  given  the  specific  duty  of 
providing  a  non-hospital  as  well  as  a  hos- 
pital service  of  consultants  and  specialists. 
The  services  of  a  consultant  would  normally 
be  obtained  through  the  agency  of  the 
family  doctor. 

Consultant  Status. — One  of  the  difficulties 
for  both  consultants  and  general  practi- 
tioners in  the  present  medical  services  is 
that  there  are  no  generally  accepted  stan- 
dards which  confer  consultant  status  upon 
a  practitioner.  The  qualifications  and 
standards  of  consultant  and  specialist  status 
should  be  considered  and  determined  by  a 
recognised  central  body  of  academic  cha- 
racter. One  suggestion  is  that  this  body 
should  be,  for  England  and  Wales,  a  com- 
mittee set  up  by  the  three  Royal  Colleges, 
and  for  Scotland  a  committee  set  up  by  the 
three  Roj^al  Scottish  Corporations  and  the 
Royal  College  of  Obstetricians  and  Gynae- 
cologists. There  should  b^  provision-  for 
liaison  between  the  two  bodies.

Reports  to  hand  this  week  indicate  that 
business  in  the  London  drug  and  chemical 
markets  has  been  more  or  less  confined  to 
filling  small  routine  orders  from  the  home 
consuming  trades.  Inquiries,  especially  for 
crude  drugs,  have  been  few  and  far  between, 
but  merchants  are  nevertheless  finding 
plenty  of  work  to  do.  Trade  in  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals  has  continued  along 
restricted  lines,  with  no  important  price 
changes  to  record,  except  an  advance  in 
the  minor  iodides. 

Crude  Drugs 

Little  of  interest  has  occurred  in  this 
section  during  the  week.  Prices  are  mostly 
firm  at  the  levels  recorded  last  week,  the 
only  notable  decline  being  in  Cloves. 
Small  lots  of  unrestricted  Agar  have  been 
selling  at  the  high  prices  ruling  of  late. 
Cape  Aloes  has  been  in  good  inquiry,  and 
prices  appear  to  be  tending  dearer.  No 
changes  have  occurred  in  the  position  of 
Benzoin.  Remaining  supplies  of  Buchu 
are  firmly  held  on  spot.  Camphor  is  still 
selling  in  smallish  quantities  to  approved 
buyers.  No  information  has  been  forth- 
coming regarding  Lease-Lend  supplies  of 
Cascara  sagrada,  but  it  is  expected  that 
distribution  of  this  and  other  similar  items 
will  take  place  shortly.  Little  interest  is 
being  taken  in  Ergot,  the  spot  price  of 
which  is  a  shade  easier ;  a  shipment  price 
for  new-crop  is  suggested.  Maximum  price 
for  Ginger  has  not  yet  been  fixed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  and  quotations  remain 
on  a  nominal  basis.  Prices  of  Ipecacuanha 
are  maintained.  Menthol  is  increasingly 
difficult  to  find.  Activity  in  Sarsaparilla 
has  been  confined  to  a  few  odd  inquiries. 
No  changes  are  recorded  among  the  Seeds  ; 
business  is  slow  and  supplies  are  restricted. 
Tragacanth  is  definitely  firmer,  with  a 
rather  better  business  passing;  all  the 
medium  grades  show  advances.  Waxes  are 
without  quotable  change  on  the  week. 

Essential  Oils 

Extremely  quiet  conditions  have  ruled 
in  this  market  during  the  past  week,  with 
most  prices  unchanged.  Anise  (star)  has 
again  been  in  good  demand  but  supplies 
continue  restricted.    Citronella  is  firm, 


and  the  spot  price  of  Ceylon  has  touched 
higher  levels.  No  cha,nge  has  been  notified 
in  the  price  of  English-distilled  Clove. 
Lemongrass  is  quiet  at  rather  lower  figures 
for  fair  quantities.  Supplies  of  oil  made 
from  West  Indian  Nutmegs  are  expected 
to  be  available  shortly.  There  is  no  im- 
provement in  the  position  of  Peppermint, 
spot  supplies  of  which  are  now  extremely 
difficult  to  find.  British  makers  are  offering 
an  artificial  Rose  oil  at  a  fraction  of  the 
value  of  the  genuine  article.  Wormseed 
remains  nominal.

Employee  Organisation 

Sir, — Messrs.  Benjamin  and  Allen 
(C.  (S-  D.,  June  20,  p.  688)  have  the 
well-being  of  pharmacy  at  heart,  but 
one  may  be  forgiven  for  opining  that 
they  bound  their  goodwill  with  a  fence 
between  employer  and  employee.  Fences 
shut  in  as  well  as  shut  out.  It  is  regrettable 
that  their  letter,  whilst  endorsing  the  need 
for  a  united  front,  concludes  with  an  intima- 
tion that  any  attempt  to  destroy,  or  set 
aside,  the  employees'  organisation,  in  favour 
of  some  other  body  "sponsored  by  em- 
ployers," will  be  regarded  "with  the  gravest 
suspicion."  The  frankness  is  commendable. 
The  comment  may  refer  to  the  Bradford 
resolution.  If  so,  your  correspondent  may 
be  assured  that  Bradford  has  no  deep-laid 
plot  of  any  kind,  and  that  the  resolution  is 
quite  generally  sponsored,  without  reference 
to  employers  and  employees.  It  is  spon- 
sored by  pharmacists  and  is  the  crystallisa- 
tion of  local  opinion.  For  myself,  I  deny 
that   the    Association   of  Pharmaceutical 


Employees  is  a  body  properly  representa- 
tive of  pharmacy  employees.    What  is  its 
membership  ?   Why  the  secrecy  ?   What  is 
its  progress  rate  outside  one  firm's  em- 
ployees ?  The  ten  objects,  which  are  almost 
entirely  mercenary,  savour  of  "hungry  dog  I 
eat  hungry  dog"  as  between  pharmacists  | 
— and  there  are  7,000  pharmacists  in  the  I 
"employer"   class.    The  objects  do   not  I 
appeal  to  those  (and  they  are  many,  and  ') 
include  company  men)  who  have  no  grouse 
against  their  employers,  but  who  have  a 
lively  interest  in  the  craft  at  large.  The 
Bradford  resolution  considers  that  the  time 
has  come  when  class  distinctions  can  well 
be  abolished  between  people  holding  quali- 
fications and  rights  in  common,  and  especi-  I 
ally  so  with  the  existence  of  a  preponderance  : 
of  points  of  agreement  and  aspiration  in 
comparison  with  the  points  of  dispute.    I  \ 
would  agree  that  there  should  never  have 
been  occasion   for  more   than  one   craft  i 
association,  but  even  so,  if  some  final  unity 
movement    should    arise    in    these  more 
democratic  times,  such  movement  should 
merit  the  closest  consideration,  without  the 
mote  of  grave  suspicion.    Does  the  A.P.E. 
reject  total  unity  ?   If  so,  on  what  facts  ?
